There is great ignorance both 
as to the amount of profit and 
the nature of profit. 
A recent Gallup poll of foreign 
capitals regarding the margin of 
profit of a ty pical American in­ 
dustrial firm showed the fol­ 
lowing 
averaged 
estimates: 
Rome and Milan 25 per cent. 
Melbourne 27 per cent. Athens 
and Helsinki 30 per cent. Stock­ 
holm 31 per cent. Copenhagen 
33 per cent. Oslo and Brussels 
39 per cent. Amsterdam and 
Pans 40 per cent. West Berlin 
and New Delhi 47 per cent, 
and Vienna 50 per cent 
In Latin America the esti­ 
mates run from 60 per cent to 
90 per cent 
At home it is not quite so 
bad 
the results of two polls 
taken by Opinion Research, one 
in 1951. the other in 1962 show 
21 per cent and 20 per cert, 
respectively, which is still about 
four times too much 
Considering 
the 
ease with 
which the true figure could be 
established, there doesn't seem 
much excuse for this ignorance 
n 
The problem of establishing 
the nature of profit is some­ 
what different because it 
in­ 
volves the ques’ion of why it 
should exist 
"Hie mort popular concept of 
profit is 
the amount left over 
after all costs have been paid ’ 
If this were an accurate de­ 
scription the case for profit 
would indeed be a weak one 
But it is not accurate and this 
fact can be established in any 
normal mind by a simple func­ 
tional description 
III 
Profit Is not •‘something left 
over’: it is payment for the use 
of the vol un tan savings that 
provide the tools which make 
industrialization possible 
Inasmuch as toots do 95 per 
cent of America 5 work it is 
obvious that they are the key 
to our high productivity and 
prosperity. 
Tools, and the necessity to 
use them competitively, are the 
heart and soul of .American cap­ 
italism 
No reasonable person there­ 
fore, who understands the na­ 
ture of profit can oppose it 
But. as has been seen, this 
understanding is lacking. 
IV. 
It should be good news, there­ 
fore, to all people who wish to 
support the good name of free- 
enterprise. that, for the very 
first time, at the 1964-65 World s 
Fair in New York, there will 
be a crystal clear description 
and measurement of profit in 
the American capitalistic sys­ 
tem. 
This will take place in the 
Hall of Free Enterprise, the 
pavilion of the American Eco­ 
nomic Foundation. 
The nature of profit will be 
presented in a dramatic “play­ 
let'’ showing a typical business 
at work. 
The size of profit will be 
shown on an 8-foot long animat­ 
ed diagram 
depicting where 
corporate funds come from and 
where they go to. 
This is a brand new concept 
that treats all corporations as 
if they were one and elimi­ 
nates the intercorporate trans­ 
actions 
Each important section of the 
master diagram will be flashed 
on separately in side panels and 
discussed on a sound tape in 
all necessary detail 
It eliminates all argument by- 
showing the amount available 
for division between payroll and 
profit or, in other words be­ 
tween employees 
and stock­ 
holders. or, in still others words, 
between those who make their 
living using the tools and those 
who supply them. 
It will show that over the 
last five years the 
average 
amount of corporate Income di­ 
visible between employees and 
stockholders was 8200 6 billion 
and that IO per cent of it went 
to employees 
It will further show that of the 
IO per cent allocated to the 
stockholders, about half

paid out in dividends and half 
retained hi the corporations.

I enclose a few words that I 
think should be published for 
the public good It confesses a 
mistake that cost me S300 in 
the last three years, but thank­ 
ful I am out of it now The peo­ 
ple of this community provided 
over five million dollars to the 
Boettcher Company and others 
to finance the Central Invest­ 
ment Co. of Denver. It was 
formed under the Small Busi­ 
ness Administration plan of the 
government to help the small 
businessmen to get a start 
The stock was sold for 83 75 
a share, and it went like hot 
cakes because the officers were 
experienced financiers, half of 
whom were from the president 
on down the line of the Central 
Bank and Trust Co and the 
other secretaries and directors 
were from leading businesses of 
Denver.

Widows put 
in their insurance money and 
all their savings Many small 
businessmen paid the savings of 
a lifetime By the mismanage­ 
ment of these funds suffering 
has been caused to hundreds of 
worthy people, and on account 
of the start of this SBA by the 
president, who asked people to 
help the small businessman who 
couldn t get a loan at the banks.

Such prompt recognition of 
* Pancoast tumors * is import­ 
ant in line with the recent re­ 
ports of vigorous therapeutic ef­ 
forts leading to significant re­ 
lief and cure 
According to Drs. Harold Si­ 
mon and Alfred C. Moon, the 
tumor is characterized by pain 
around the shoulder which ra­ 
diates to the armpit, toward 
the shoulder blade or down into 
the arm Routine x-rays of the

We use household chemicals 
to clean our homes, launder our 
clothes and open our drains 
We spray roses, control weeks 
in the lawn and exterminate 
vermin and pests with poisons 
We take medicines occasionally 
without realizing that, while the 
prescribed dose 
may

aches and pains, an overdose 
can be fatal.

— Label every thing Don’t de­ 
pend on memory to tell you 
what's rn a bottle.

— Keep all medicines, in­ 
cluding aspirin, m a locked or 
inaccessible cabinet 
— Never put a poison or toxic

alone 
Never forget the curi­ 
osity of the child. He will eat 
or dnnk anything 
The Congress has proclaimed 
this week as National Poison 
Prevention Week Home poison 
dangers will be stressed, in an 
effort to help families remove

If poisoning occurs in your

three steps are essen­ 


tial — (I) Administer first aid 


to the victim; (Ii Save the con 
tamer and any of the poisonous 
substance to identify it; (3» Get 
medical help immediately.

To get rid of the 
poison induce vomiting by fin­ 
ger gagging after a generous 
drink of tepid water. To delay

drtnk milk or raw egg Vomit­

The first thing to do to pre­ 
vent an impending suicide is 
generally to try to get the per­ 
son to accept prompt psycho­ 
logical help to analyze and diag* 
nose his depression state, to*** 
gether with the attendant cir­ 
cumstances which m ake hun 
want to end his life. 
Yet sometimes an understand­ 
ing friend or relative whom he 
trusts 
and 
respects, 
perhaps 
his m inister or family doctor, 
can give greater im m ediate as­ 
sistance 
The risk of suicide, however, 
often lasts as much as three 
months beyond the crisis that 
has inspired the intended or 
actual attem pt Therefore con­ 
tinued psychological treatm ent 
and eternal vigilance are need­ 
ed to avoid another emergency, 
until the person is clearly back 
in control of his personal situa- 
non.

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Most of the historic land­ 
marks and world's famous sight­ 
seeing points of interest in the 
world have been carved m rocks 
or sand by the hand of nature 
In our own region, the Garden 
of Gods which has attracted 
tourists 
ail 
over 
the 
world 
Those fantastic shapes of rock 
formation such as Kissing Cam­ 
els. 
Cathedral 
Spires. 
Bald­ 
headed 
Scotchman. 
Siamese 
Twins. Irish Washwoman 
Buf­ 
falo Rock. Stageeoaeh and doz­ 
ens others are the work of wind 
and rain 
The same is true of the nat­ 
ural bridge*: in the four corners 
Colorado. Utah. Arizona. New 
Mexico and many other fantas­ 
tic 
shapes 
in 
Zion National 
Park. Bryce Canyon and Grand 
Canyon are great wonders all 
carved bv nature 
People travel all over the 
world to see the wonders of 
nature not only on the earth 
but also under the ground, as 
the great natural caves like 
Carlsbad Caverns and 
Mam­ 
moth Cave the two great wond­ 
ers of the world There is our 
own Cave of the Winds, another 
wonder carved by water 
All 
these are the great handiwork of 
nature The effect of erosion can 
ruin land and yet at the same 
time create wonder to behold 
In the Badlands in South Da­ 
kota. there are 2b7 square miles 
*>f unusually beautiful erosion 
A number of the formations are 
as high as 3hD feet and are 
composed of layers of clay and 
sand that range in color from 
green, cream 
and yellow to

Bones have been found of such

Erosion con­ 
tinues with every rain 
For several hundred million 
years the Gunnison m er has 
been carving its channel thru 
pre-Cambnan complex the old­ 
est matter in geologic history 
The Black Canon of the Gun­ 
nison river covers 22 square 
miles of the most remarkable 
bit of scenery m the .San Juan 
Mountain region in Colorado 
The gorge ranges from 1.730 
feet to 2.425 feel in depth, at 
one location the m er channel 
narrows to 40 feet. 
In southeastern Utah is that 
formation 
called 
the 
Arches 
which is formed by water, freez­ 
ing and thawing, wind blown 
sand and other forms of weath­ 
ering in a 300 foot thich layer 
of red rock called Entrada sand­ 
stone 
Geologists explain that 
this 
sandstone has been cut by two 
series of master joints or cracks 
intersecting at right angles Tie 
cracks pass 
thru 
the 
entire 
thickness of the formation. For 
thousands of years, water enter­ 
ing the cracks, has dissolved 
the sandstone thereby enlarging 
the joints and leaving fissures 
between slabs of rock that are 
sometimes less than 20 feet 
thick, yet more than IOO feet 
high. 
It is in these slabs that many 
of the arches hare been formed 
Once the slab has been perforat­ 
ed. weathering and force of 
gravity enlarges the opening un­ 
til it becomes an arch. 
It is a roost interesting section 
and is visited by many people 
especially from our own city.

He looked like a cherub who 
might have fallen from the ceil­ 
ing of the Sistine Chapel with 
his blond curly hair and guile­ 
less expression 
But this 13-year-old had al­ 
ready been handled by the ju­ 
venile department for burglary , 
shoplifting, 
bicycle theft 
and 
wa' now before County Court 
Judge Charles J 
Simon ach in 
as he had a»aulted another boy 
whom he did not even know 
He admitted there had been no 
provocation whatsi*e\er 
When he was arrested by the 
sheriff s office the boy had a 
butcher s knife concealed rn his 
sleeve 
Quietly and gently the judge 
talked to him in chambers The 
boy s mother was an alcoholic 
and the only alternative was to 
send him to the Look-out Moun­ 
tain School for Boys at Golden 
How is an apparently normal 
youngster transformed into "a 
bad boy’*'’ Lack of parental con­ 
trol no home life. too little mon­ 
ey, too much money, the an­ 
swers are innumerable and no 
two authorities ever seem to be 
in complete accord 
In Kl Paso County boys be 
tween the ages of IO and IT ane 
generally sent to (n>lden tho the 
16 and 17 age group can also go 
to the state reformatory at Bu­ 
ena Vista The girls go to Mount 
\ie u Girls School in Morrison. 
Judge 
Simon 
stresses 
that 
these are 
correctional" institu­ 
tions and not for punishment 
The boys and girls attend nor­ 
mal school and the older ones 
can learn a trade 
But the 
schools have a population prob­ 
lem which does not tend towards 
a progressive rehabilitation pro­ 
gram as many of the children 
must be sent back into society 
before any benefit has been de­ 
rived 
The judge pointed out that in 
most cases a child 
is 
never 
deemed 
delinquent when he 
comes before the court for the 
first time Legally everyone un­ 
der the age of IR is a minor 
in the eyes of the law and there­ 
fore must be handled by 
the 
juvenile authorities no matter 
what the offense There is one 
exception only, 
first 
degree 
murder 
When the children are first 
picked up they are generally 
taken to the Zebulon Pike Cen­ 
ter where they remain a few 
day s pending disposition by the 
juvenile probation department 
The main function of the court 
is to diagnose the reasons for 
the 
anti social behavior 
and 
then set up a plan. To achieve 
this .fudge Simon depends on 
his staff of four men and one 
woman, all skilled counsellors 
with degrees in their various 
fields 
Initially the case is studied 
by Jack Crook who tries to ob­ 
tain some idea of the problems 
involved He then assigns the 
youngster to one of the counsel­ 
lors who sees the family and 
child frequently prior to and aft­ 
er the lieanng before the judge 
Overall supervision of all fa­ 
cets of the juvenile department 
is handled by Gary Holmes, 
chief probation officer 
About 90 per cent of the cases 
are handled without a child ever 
being declared delinquent.

mother, a psychiatric case 
Many of the children appear­ 
ing before the judge are suffer­ 
ing from some type of psycho­ 
sis and in need of psychatnc 
care but facilities are woefully 
inadequate nation-wide 
Locally 
they may 
receive 
some kind of treatment at the 
John Brady 
Hospital 
or 
the 
Child 
Guidance 
Clinic 
They 
may also be sent to the Diagnos­ 
tic Center in Denver and if 
treatment is deemed necessary 
admitted to any psychiatric hos­ 
pital in the country 
But frequently, the judge said.

Some years ago in Denver a

To continue to ignore that 
more treatment centers are des­

IIL tUPI ^ P a r ­ 
ents may complain about their 
children s ‘ poor appetites * be­ 
cause they do not understand 
that patterns of food intake vary 
among children. 
The Committee on Nutrition 
of the American Academy of 
Pediatrics says eating patterns 
may be affected by age. sex. en­ 
vironmental 
temperature, 
ca­ 
loric expenditure, and emotion­ 
al. cultural and educational fac­ 
tors 
Considerable differences exist 
between boys and girls in the 
amount they eat and the times 
at which they eat the most, the 
committee said. 
Tests have shown that girls 
eat the most between ages 13 
and 16. averaging 2.500 calories 
daily 
Boys reach a peak be­ 
tween ages 15 and I# when they 
average nearly 3 500 calories 
Voluntary 
eating 
decreases 
sharply at high temperatures, 
the committee said, possibly be­ 
cause heat resulting from in- 
gestation of food would interfere 
with maintenance of body tem­ 
perature. 
‘ This theory.” the committee 
said. "is obviously attractive as 
an explanation for poor appe­ 
tite' frequently reported during 
hot weather.” 
Emotional and cultural fac­ 
tors * are of exceptional impor­ 
tance" in eating, the committee 
said 
‘ Although we tend to think 
of food taboos in relation to 
strange and seemingly irration­ 
al practices of primitive soci­ 
eties. such taboos are actually 
common in our society also,” 
the committee said 
"For example, we eat pig. 
but not dog. live oysters but not 
live shrimp 
Americans often 
have a keen appetite for milk. 
which is considered repulsive in 
certain other societies ” 
Cultural 
factors 
also influ­ 
ence appetite at specified sea­ 
sons or times of day So. we eat 
turkey at Thanksgiving and are 
likely to have an appetite for 
ham and eggs at breakfast but 
not for roast pork 
Consequently, the child who 
craves ice cream for breakfast 
may not be ill. but merely less 
regimented by culture than the 
adult members of society, the 
committee said
